Then 
offer for recycling if available or puncture and dispose in sanitary landfill or by other procedures 
approved by state and local authorities. Follow pesticide disposal instructions for rinsate. If not triple 
rinsed, these containers are acute hazardous wastes and must be disposed in accordance with local, 
state, and federal regulations.
